wherby yee offend almighty God, 
which certainely ſhould be a mo+ 
_ more then (ufficienr,atleaſt, 
t the deformity and filthines of 
Gnne, which this ſecond Angell 
with a horrid ſound denouncerh 
Vato you, be a powerfull reaſon 
toinduce you:wichout doubr bre- 
thren, if you would but compre» 
hend in your mindes , and pon- 
der with your ſelues, the vggeli- 
nes of {inne, it could not be, but 


that you would deteſt and loath: 


the deformity of ir as you ought 
ro 
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rodoe: foro great and infinite 
(oh Brethren) is the deformity of 
finne, that it 1s, ex diamerro, dire- 
&ly oppoſite to the beauty and 
claritie of God : for what other 
thing 1s itinir ſelfe, or in its owne 
nature, bur an auerſion from the 
divine will? ſinne 10 it ſelfe is no- 
thing, Er fine ipſo ſatum eſs nibil, 
(loan, 1. 3.) and without him was 
made nothing (ſaith S.Iohn) that 
Is finne, whoſe deformity is made 
without God: becauſe he doth 
not concurreto the inordination 
of it, although, as the moſt ſub- 
tile Doc.Scotus ſaith, tro the ſub- 
ſtance of che atio God doth con- 
curre, yet not vnto the malice of 
the ſame: for examples ſake,man 
ſtealerh, and finnerf, heeretwo 
thinges are to be conſidered, the 
one 1s the ſubltance of the action, 
which is ro extend, pur our the 
hand, and apprehend the thing, 
D 3 to 
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ro this God concurreth, for vn- 
Jeſſe he did giue power tothe han- 
des and feer, this acte could nor 
be performed: furthermore beſt- 
des this action, there is an inor- 


dination which followeth this ac-: 


tion, contrary to the divine will, 
and law, which contradicteth, & 
forbiddeth thefr, the ſame hap- 
neth, when adultery, or any other 
finne is committed: goe to, con- 
{ider well, how great the malice 
of finneis, that it 18 oppoſite, and 
Concrary to the divine will: Fur- 
thermore it is th? common opi- 
nion ofthe DgRors, thar ſinne 18 
an auerſion from tha creatour, & 
conuerfion to thecrearure, in ſo 
much that fo oft as yee commit 
finne, ye ſeparate yourſelues from 
your (weer God, and 1oyne your 
ſelues to the baſe and corruptible 
crearure, from whence It procee- 
geth that the eternal and infnire 

beauty 
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beauty being lefr, you turne your 
ſelues to the extreameſt deformi- 
rie and foulnes: I beſcech yee for 
Gods ſake, that yee doe ſoe noe 
more, tturne to your ſelues,oh ny 
my Brethren, being illuminated 
with the reſplendant bþeames of 
the ſonne of rig hteouſmes, behold 
your blindnes, and miſery, and 
ſeparatenot your ſelues from this 
ſo infinite a good, leſt you chan- 
ge the ineſtimable treaſure and 
riches of the incompreheſible di- 
uinitie, for the droſle of thinges 
temporall, and tranſicorie: Quem 
enim fruttum babuiſtis 6. (Row. 6. 
21.) what fruite had yee in choſe 
things of which yee are now aſha- 
med. Furthermore if yee deſire to 
ſee the fou!lnes of execrable an 
deteltable finne, giue care vnro 
the ſequele;the divell ofhimlelfe 
was moſte faire, and of his owne 
nature,next ynto almighty God, 
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excellingalother rhinges created 
in beaurie and comelines: Duo fe- 
ciſti Domine, ynum prope te, & alind 
prope nibil : Thou haſte made (oh 
Cod) two things, one neare vnto 
thee , the other almoſt nothing: 
faieth the holy Father S. Augu- 
ſtine: that which cometh neareſt 
ynto thee, and is more perfe&t 
then all the reſt, is the nature of 
the Angels,the other which is al- 
moſt nothing, is the firſt matrer, 
whoſeentitie & being is ſo ſmall, 
thatit harh giuen occaſion to the 
philoſophers ro ſay, that it is en- 
ticie only in poſſhbilitie, from 
whence many haue denied mat- 
ter to be entitie, although rhe 
ſubrill Door defender the con- 
traric, contendiage that it is not 
placed only in poſſibility , burtis 
2nentitie, yet ſo little and (mall, 
that take away one degree, and it 
isnothing: Theſe 1 haue {aid,not 
wich- 
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without reaſon, that I might inti- 
mate vnto you, the nature of che 
diuell, who was created of God, 
the moſte perfect and abſolute of 
all hinges, norwithſtanding with 
one only finne, he is made fo fear- 
full, loathſome, and dereſtable, 
that our holy Father S. Francis, 
being asked of his companion 
Brother Xgidius concerning this 
matter.was wont to anſ{were, that 
ir were impoſlible for any man to 
fee the dinell in his diabolicall 
ſhape, and filthines, bur for the 
ſpace of reciting the Pater neſter, 
withour loſle of life. Therfore oh 
yee ſinners, how great muſt nee- 
des the deformitie of finne be? 
that hath ſo obfuſcared that na- 
rure of ſo excellent a beautie, and 
made ir ſo filthy and odious? of 
my Brethren, gather your forces 
rogether, march with vndaunted 
fpirits,at the ſound of this rrum- 
Ds pert, 
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pett,againſt che violence of your 
enemie, cancell the bond wherin 
you haue boad your (elues as ſ]a- 
ues vnto Sathan, breake the rruce 
which yee haue made with your 
aduerſary the diuel] : Bur ler vs 
proceed further , that wee may 
more clearly bzhould rhe filrhi- 
nes of finne: conlider our firſt pa- 
rents Adam, and Eue, who were 
created with compleat ſtature, 
27d comelines of body, before 
they had ſinned, becauſe they 
were endued with otiginall iuſti- 
ce, they were (0 pure and fimple, 
enat hike little children they were 
not aſhamed of auy thinge that 
they did , bur immediatly after 
that they had eaten of the forbid- 
den fruite, and cranſpreſled rhe 
commandement of God their Fa- 
ther, the holy ſcripture ſaith, that 
aperts ſunt oculi eorum. (Gen. 3: 7) 
theireyes were opencd, and they: 
p&- 
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perceaued the ſelues ro benaked, 
& they ſowed together figge lea» 
ues, tocouer themſelues: neither 
is this all, forthe (criprure ſaierh 
in the ſame place, Cum audiſſent 
yocem Domini &c, hearing the voy- 
ce of our Lord God, walking in 
paradiſe at the coole of the day, 
they hidd themſelues in the mid- 
delt of the trees, for the feare of 
our Lord : And rhe ſhame was (e 
great, that perceauing their na* 
kednes, it did not uſe them to 
couer their members, with figge- 
tree leaues, but they hidd rhem- 
ſelues alſo in the middeſt of the 
trees, and ypon this, Godcrying 
vnto them, Adam vhs ee? towhom 
Adam anſwered, Domine vocem tas 
«4d:us,oh Lord 1 heard thy voyce, \ 
and was afraid; becauſe1 wagha- 
ked;who did intimare vnto thee, 
that thou werre naked, bur the 
ſinne of diſobedience, by eating 
D. 6 
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of the forbidden fruice ? oh exe- 
crable, and accurſed finne * how 
great and infinire is thy deformi- 
tie, filthines, and malice!

THE V, CHAPTER. 
Vch & fo great (oh Rrethren) 


is the deformity of liune, that 
If a ſinner (hould ſee his ſoulein 
2 deadly finze,hewould be verer- 
lie confounded with feare and a+ 
Mmazemenmn, \ ce read of an 1dul- 
terer, who after that he had com- 
mitted adultery, returned home, 
whoſe wife and children forth- 
with altoniihed at the fight of 
him, rine-away;forhedid appeare 
vnto themin the likenes of a di- 
uell, with fearfull and huge hor- 
* Nes,this man beholding hamſelfe 
Vt 
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ina glaſſe and ſeeing himſeifero 
be (oe deformed , being ſtroken 
with an horrible feare, with all 
expedirion, and haſte, went forth 
to confeſſion, and to be reconci- 
ledroalmightie God: the people 
that metrt him,yea the very brute 
beaſtes themſelues being affrigh- 
ted fled away, he ſeemed fo terri- 
ble to them in ſhape and figure, 
and coming to the preiſt (who did 
ſtand ar the gate of the church, 
ſaving his diuine office) being ef(- 
pied of him ro approach neare 
ynto the church , he did ſo aſto- 
nith him, as that it cauſed him 
preſently to ſhur the dores: The 
miſerable ſoule comming ro rhe 
dore, intimated vntohim, that 
he was a ſinner, and was fo defor- 
med, and of ſo fearfull aſpeR by 
reaſon of his ſinne , and defired 
him not to be afraide: this —_— 
tclated and mauiteſted, the prie 
being 
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being poſſeſled with no ſmal fear, 
went our ynro hum, who hauing 
Confelled, being penirenrt and re» 
conciled, was reſtored to his or- 
dinary & narurall for me. Oh ſou- 
le, ſoule, oh vnhappy and wret- 
ched ſoule , if thou couldeſt bur 
_— ſelfe being in a deadly fin- 
, how exceedingly beyond all 
pctention, wouldeſt rhou bee 
alhamed.a{toniihed, & confoun- 
ded at chy ſcife? how great a ter- 
rour would ſeaze vpon thee, if 
thou 'houldeit ice thy {elte fo de- 
formed and vggiv through ſinne, 
when as before thou wert moſte 
faire, & beautifull* Furthermore; 
when vee commit any finne, left 
you {hould be ſrene of any one, 
youleeke obicure places, for the 
performance of the (ame, andif 
by fortune you be apprehended 
in the ate of your offence , pre- 
ſently you are moſte grieuouſly 
| a- 
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aſhamed, and perplexed, and al- 
though the tinne be obſcure, and 
not revealed, yer for many yea- 
res you dare nor appeare in the 
preſence of him who apprehen- 
ded you-. Oh bleſled foules, who 
now reſt in the fauour of Cod, 
make knowne vnto theſe finners; 
what baſenes and confufion yee 
perceane in finne , when as ſome 
time by the diuine permiſh6, en+ 
dued with heauenly virtues, and 
illuminated with the celeſtiall 
beames of divine grace , you 
know, vnderſtand; & apprehend, 
your former blemiſhes , and of- 
fences, and che multitude of foe 
yreat injuries, whereby formerly 
you haue diſpleaſed your moſte 
gracious Cod : Ibeſeech you oh 
bleſled ſoules, demonſtrate this 
vntotheſe finners , andſollicite 
your benigne and clement ſpouſe 
forthem, that he would be __ 
ce 
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ſed for his mercies ſake,ro beſtow 
fome meaſure of rhoſe fingular 
graces, wherewith yee your fel- 
ues were endued, ypon theſe de- 
ſtreſſed, deſolate, and miſerable 
wretches : efſect this I beſeeche 
you , by the loue of jam who foe 
dearly loueth you , and whom 
you lhkewiſe ſo much reuerence, 
honour, and eſteeme: Doe this, 
ſceing there is nothing more ac- 
ceptable vnto God , rhen to in- 
tercead for poore f1nners, forthe 
pardoning, and remiſſion of their 
finnes, who were redeemed and 
bought, with ſo dearea price as 
the pretious blood , death, and 
paſſion of his deare ſonne; obtai- 
ne this therefore I intreat you, 
while I proceed further, ro exag- 
geratethe deformitie of finne. 
Giue eare oh my Brethren fin- 
ners,finne is ſo odious and abho- 
Unable, that it compelled Iobro 
curie 
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curſe the houre, and day in which 
he was borne, with that fearfull 
ſreech, ſaying, Perreat dies 19 qua 
natus ſum, (106. 3.3.) let the day pe- 
riſh in which I was borne, & rhe 
night,in which it was ſaid, a man 
childe is conceaued: ler darknes, 
and the ſhadow ofdeath obſcure 
It, ler a miſte poſleſle ir, letir bee 
wrapped vp in bitternes, let a 
darkeſome whirlewinde poſleſſe 
that night, let that day not be 
counted with rhe dayes of the 
jeare, nor numbred inthe mo- 
nethes: And a little after in the 
ſame chapter ,' he vttereth theſe 
words full of miſteries; Quare non 
in vulua morruns ſum, &c. why pe- 
riſhed Inot in the w6be? why did 
the knees beare m-e, & rhe breſts 
giue me ſucke? what doe yee ſay 
to this, oh my Brerhren,thar ſuch 
2n holy, perfect, and iuſt man, as 
lob, ſhould ſay theſe thinges? of 
whom 
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whom Cod with his owne mouth 
gaue this teſtimony vnto Sathan, 
NumgqnidcG(ideraftt [eruum meum(lob? 
Tob. 2.3.) baſt thou coniidered my 
ſeruant lob, that there is nor the 
like vnto him in the earth?a man 
{imple, vpright, fearing God, & 
retaining innocency* Wherefore 
then,and to what end ſhould ſuch 
Fearfull words as the literall ſence 
giueth, proceed out of his mouth, 
as to curſe the day,the night,and 
houre of his birch * ſurely it was 
only to intimate vnto vs,the gre- 
nous and deteſtable loathſomnes 
of ſinne, in which he was concea- 
ued, Oh this wonderfull, and ad- 
mirable exaggeration of finne? 
how fully doth it repreſent vnro 
vs, the filth and deformity, ther- 
of? Cod graunt that the terrible 
ſoud oft his rrumper, may worke 
in you an abhorring and dereſta- 
tion of vice, and kindis in your 
ſoules 
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fonle the fire of divine lone, that 
you may die daily to finne ere, 
& live with him perperually her- 
after, Amen.

as a matter of (mall moment .Oh 
vnwiſe, oh fooliſh, oh blinde 
world,which foloweſt butrerflies; 
and feareſt the ſtings of flies, and 
gnats,bur rremblett nor ro thinke 
ofthe euer gnawing worme of c0- 
ſcience, and quakeſt not at the 
eternall furie, and conſuminge 
wrath of God. Oh (Brethren fin- 
ners) feare God, feare GodI ſay, 
and remember the ſaying of our 
B.-Sauiour, pronounced with his 
owne moſte ſacred mouth , Nolte 
rimere Ge.

and affetion? O miſerable ſoule

Put thy fingara while to a 
painted fire, and thou ſhalt per- 
ceaue no ſenſible paine, but thruſt 
it intoa reall fire, and thou ſhalt 
nor be able to endure the ſame; 
So truly ſtideth rhe caſe here, for 
fo mightie, and ſo forcible is the 
kreof hell, and rormenteth the 
ſoule in ſuch ſort and ſo intolera- 
bly , as that, ſuppoſe any one 
could deliver,and rake aſouleout 
of hell fire, andcaſt it into ſome 
burning furnace of our fire , the 
ſoule would imagine it to be, no

Ponder with thy ſelfe, that be- 
fides rhis fire, there is a wonder- 
full intenſe colde , which ſome 
ſhall feele more, ſome leſle, ac- 
cording as they be loaden with 
the burden of their iniquities: A- 
las you floarthfull, ſluggiſh, and 
cold Chriſtians,in holy religion, 
and in Cod. his diuine feruice, 
this extreame colde , theſe vn- 
fpeakabletortures,and rorments, 
will he inflit vpon you; congea= | 
ling you like ice, and caufing you 
to gnaſh with your reeth, asour 
Lord faieth, Ib: erit fletus,& firidor 
dentium , there 1hall be Weeping, and 
gnasbing of teeth .

ike, which indeed are onng 
elſe but diuels, in the forme an 
ſhape of theſe living creatures, 
allthough ſome DoRougrs affirme 
_ - ſuch 
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ſuch creatures tobe really there, 
thatthe rorments of the damned 
ſoules may be more cruell, and 
intollerable, 

Wo to thee then wretched wo« 
man, which placeſt = felicitie, 
in carnall impuririe, thinke how 
thou ſhalt be often rimes com- 
paſled about with ſerpents, dra- 
gons, toades, or other ſome yg- 
gely & deformed creatures, worſe 
then the former , all which (hall 
bite thee with their venemous 
teeth, and reare thoſe partes of 
thy body , wherein thou tookeſk 
greateſt pleaſure & contentment, | 
with incredible torture: O miſe- 
rie, and calamitie! O thing vn- 
heard of! yer forall this, the wo- 
full ſinner doth not coſider them: 
The daintie damſel], and braue 
citizens wife, do not rrouble their 
choughts with theſe thinges: A- 
as how many are there , which 
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haue wholy giuen them ſelues to 
the ſinnefull luſts and ſenſual de- 
lighres of the fleſh: and in amo- 
ment, when they haue the leaſt 
thought of it, haue deſcended in- 
ro the bottomleſle pit: Ducunt is

The fourth puniſhment is,that

brimſtone: ignis & ſulpbur &c. Fire 
and brimſtone, and the blaſt of 
ſtormes, is the portion of their 
cupp, faith the pſalmiſt. (Pſal. 19, 
7+) pars iniguorum & 6 the portion 
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ofthe wicked ſhall be in a lake, or 
poole burning with fire, & brim- 
ſtone: The reaſon wherefore the 
fire, thecolde , and the ſtinch of 
hell, are ſo exceſhne, and ſo in- 
ſupportable, is, becauſe they can 
neuer vent forth , bur are (hute 
Vp, & kept cloſe within the hol- 
low partes of the earth; euen as 
fre in a furnace kept in on euery 
hide, is of greater force to burne, 
then if it had compaſle to dilate 
it ſelfe, that the flame and hear 
thereof might euaporate. 
Weigh = matter exatly,and 
conſider awhile, ſinner, what an 
it @uour thou ſhouldeſt ſmell, if 
thou wert ſhut vp cloſe in a finke, 
full of all filthines , and corrup- 
tion, where no ayrecan come in, 
in the which dead carcaſes lie, | 
where pitch & brimſtone is bur- 
ning: Our of this gather,what ill 


fauour thou ſhatt finde in hell, 
*Y wherg 
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where the damned bodies ſhall 
ſinke farre worſe (without com- 
pariſon)then the carcales of dog- 
ges, or of any other filthy carrat- 
ne: But contrariwiſe, the bodies 
of Gods ſeruants, and bleſſed in 
heauen,ſhal ſend forth, through-

Why doe you 
condemne your ſelues after ſuch 
a lamentable manner , and that 
foriuſt nothing? O conſider wret- 
ched ſinners , if the fight of one 
diuell, ftrikerh ſuch rerrour into 
you, that although he appearein 
the /hape and likeneſfſe of no vg- 
gely creature, you arenot able to 
endure him long , what will be- 
come of you then, when you ſhall 
fee 1a hel ſo many diuels, ſo many 
men, 
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men,ſo many women,all alike in 
one ill fatoredneſle, and horrible 
aſpet? O Alas miſerable ſinners, 
what ſight will it betofee in hell, 
innumerable diuels, foule & vg- 
gely,running about hel, with wo- 
fulnoiſe,and clamours, who with 
whippes and (courges, ſhall now 
vexe this man, another while that 
woman,and ſo grieuouſly tormer 
all, char Dionifius, an approued 
author (ajeth, Teterrima quedam 1 
damonibus phrenefis & fſuroris amen- 
tia neſt : Ther is 4 moft miſchieuous 
ſrantickneſſe , and madneſie of raging 
anger, in ile diuells, ; 
The fixt puniſhment of the da- 
ned, ſhall be in an infatiable,and 
moſt yehement hunger, wherwith 
glurrons, and all thoſe (hall bee 
tormented, who like brute beaſts, 
place their felicity in banquets, 
wnketts, and merrie meetinges, 
without any feare of God, orre-
